He said the 
only exception to this had 
been Dudley-born mountain 
climber and peace cam¬ 
paigner Bert Bissell.

£400,000 TEAM TO

ALMOST £400,000 will be spent setting up a specialist 
team of workers tasked with tackling anti-social behav¬ 
iour in council homes in Dudley. The team will be respon¬ 
sible for trying to drive down the number of complaints 
which are logged with the council each year 



A third more 
wardens will 
target illegally 
parked vehicles 

THE number of traffic wardens at Dudley 
Council will be increased by more than a 
third in a bid to tackle illegal parking in 
problem areas. 

The council says a shortage of enforce¬ 
ment officers means out-of-town regions, 
including the roads around Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, have been overlooked. 
But now five staff will be recruited in the 
coming weeks, in addition to the 14 
employed by the authority. 

Transport chief, Councillor Judy Foster 
said the council should have 23 officers but 
previous cuts have left the numbers 
depleted. 

It comes as residents living near Russells 
Hall Hospital complain that new restric¬ 
tions designed to stop the roads getting 
clogged up are not being enforced. 

It was revealed that no tickets were issued 
in the surrounding streets in three months 
since the crackdown started. 

Some 125 drivers have been fined for ille¬ 
gally parking in Pensnett High Street out¬ 
side the hospital since July 1 - where 
parking was already banned. Council chiefs 
say there were no tickets issued in neigh¬ 
bouring roads in the same period. 

In the year up to October 1, there were 21 
notices handed out in Busheyfields Road, 
and just two apiece in Elgar Crescent and 
Tennyson Street. None in Byron Street and 
Vicarage Road. Councillor Foster said: 
“Enforcement resources have been very 
thinly spread and the priority points were 
busy areas in town centres and other areas. ” 


They will also help people who report 
problems, attempt to resolve issues that 
arise between tenants and gather evidence 
for court hearings. 

Last year the authority received 823 
reports about anti-social behaviour 
between March and December. 

The council issued six possession orders, 
where a court grants the authority posses¬ 
sion of a property. 

Two court injunctions were also handed 
to tenants, which can lead to a fine or jail if 
they are breached. 

The council is now planning to recruit a 
team manager, four anti-social beh- aviour 
officers, a tenancy fraud officer, a housing 
management assistant, two housing solici¬ 
tors and two legal housing assistants. The 
cost will be £393,224. 

Effective 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, said: “The 
people of Dudley have consistently asked 
for a robust approach on issues relating to 
anti-social behaviour, and this new team 
will build on our commitment to that. 

“The team will work closely with the 
legal department and take appropriate and 
effective action against the people who 
cause anti-social behaviour. I want to send 
a clear message that Dudley Council will no 
longer tolerate anti-social behaviour. 

“The team will be responsible for investi¬ 
gating and responding to complaints of 
anti-social behaviour. 

“It will provide support, reassurance to 
those who make complaints of anti-social 
behaviour or nuisance and collect evidence 
as professional witnesses, where necessary. 
The team will also be responsible for 
counter-fraud policy.” 

The council is also tackling anti-social 
behaviour through the ‘troubled families’ 
scheme. 

More than 700 families in the borough in 
Dudley will be offered help as part of a Gov¬ 
ernment programme aimed at tackling 
problems which are often passed from gen¬ 
eration to generation. 

Funding will be provided in a bid to 
encourage more children to return to 
school and get more adults back into work.

College 
unveils a 
£7m bid 
for centre 

DUDLEY College has 
unveiled plans for a £7mil- 
lion site housing a centre for 
advanced manufacturing 
and engineering technology. 

It will be built in Priory 
Road, opposite the recently 
opened sixth form centre, 
Dudley Sixth. 

The site will offer courses 
for more than 1,200 stu¬ 
dents. The college had previ¬ 
ously planned to build a 
technology centre on the 
Broadway campus. 

But it will now build a cen¬ 
tre for construction courses 
on the site instead. 

The plans also mean the 
college will not resubmit its 
bid for funding to open a 
University Technical Col¬ 
lege. Bosses said they said 
the new scheme called Dud¬ 
ley Advance “better suits 
local needs”. 

The curriculum of the cen¬ 
tre will be developed and 
delivered in close partner¬ 
ship with Aston University 
and local employers. 

Plans for a new £7 million 
advanced manufacturing 
and engineering technology 
centre at Dudley College will 
help boost the region’s 
industries, principal Lowell 
Williams said today. 

The college is working on 
the plans with Aston Uni¬ 
versity and employers, 
including The Thomas Dud¬ 
ley Group and The Hadley 
Group. They want to ensure 
courses are designed with 
employers in mind.

Top rating 
for hospital 
over c.diff 

DUDLEY’S Russells Hall 
Hospital has been given a 
“green” rating by a health 
watchdog after tackling a 
'rise in the number of cases 
of superbug c.diff. 

It got an amber-red rating 
earlier this year by Monitor, 
the regulator of Foundation 
Trusts, because of the high 
number of cases since last 
April but got green for gov¬ 
ernance - the highest avail¬ 
able - after the number of 
infections fell. 

Measures to tackle infec¬ 
tions, include bringing in 
two hydrogen peroxide 
vapour fogging machines to 
decontaminate rooms. 

There was a 60 per cent 
drop in the number of 
patients with c.diff - down 
from 38 in the first quarter 
of the 2011/12 financial year 
to 14 in the first quarter of 
2012/13. 

No cases of deadly super¬ 
bug MRSA were reported in 
the past 15 months and 
Monitor has upgraded the 
rating for the hospital. 
Machines to cut the spread 
of infections cost £69,000.

“In the front living room 
behind the door was an 
adult dog lying on it’s side. 
At first sight, the dog was 
unrecognisable. 

Urgent 

“The dog was unable to 
stand. The dog was 
extremely thin and needed 
urgent veterinary atten¬ 
tion.” 

She added: “The house 
was squalid and filthy, the 
carpet was covered in gen¬ 
eral filth. 

“A police officer described 
the smell as one of the worst 
he had ever smelt.” 

Vets found the dog was 
starving, dehydrated, had a 
tumour on its belly and was 
suffering from arthritis. 

In interview, Mr Griffin, a 
security guard for West Mid¬ 
lands Police, said the dog 
had been left in the rush to 
leave the house, and they 
were going to return for 
him. The case was adjourned 
for reports. The pair will be 
sentenced on October 26.

£525,000 
Christian 
fraudster 
is jailed 

AN accountant who volun¬ 
teered to be treasurer of a 
church and charity in Stour¬ 
bridge has been jailed for 
stealing £525,000. 

Stephen Methuen, of 
Smalman Close, Wordsley 
was sentenced to five years 
for fraud, which he commit¬ 
ted as treasurer for both 
Amblecote Christian Centre, 
of which he was a member, 
and the Christian Interna¬ 
tional Relief Mission. 

But over a six-year period, 
he stole an estimated 
£400,000 from the evangeli¬ 
cal church and more than 
£100,000 from the charity. 

Some of the money was 
made up of £195,000 in falsi¬ 
fied gift aid payments made 
to the Christian centre by the 
Government, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

The stolen funds was used 
by Methuen, aged 57, to pay 
off credit card debts and to 
help refurbish the Stour¬ 
bridge home he shared with 
his, now estranged, wife 
Lynda. 

Some went to his failed 
business, Accountancy Serv¬ 
ices Midlands Ltd, which 
went into liquidation in 2009. 
Prosecutor Mrs Rona Camp¬ 
bell said: “He used particu¬ 
larly calculating and callous 
manoeuvres.”

A TEENAGER was attacked 
with a baseball bat in one of 
two mobile phone robberies 
in the region.

He was wearing a red top with a 
pattern, with blue jeans, a black belt and 
light trainers. The attack happened on 
August 11 at around 12.30pm.

Dudley Council says the 
suggested new system would 
be “much simpler and 
fairer” for the stallholders 
and would be subject to a six- 
month review. 

But stallholders are now 
calling for a rethink and are 
urging the council to con¬ 
sider a new policy. They 
want fees to be waived when 
someone has a doctor’s note, 
regardless of how long they 
are off sick for. 

They held a protest in the 
market place last week and 
have launched a petition to 
gather support for their 
campaign. 

Chairman of Dudley 
Market Traders Association 
Len Lenihan claimed some 
of the traders had been seri¬ 
ously ill with heart attacks 
and cancer treatment but 
still had to pay for their 
pitches. Under the rules, a 


per cent of the rent if they do 
not turn up due to illness 
that’s not considered serious 
or long-term. 

Mr Lenihan said: “We 
think the council needs to 
move with the times and 
have a more sensitive 
approach. In some cases the 
council doesn’t lose out as 
there will be casual traders 
who will rent the pitch while 
someone is off sick.” 

Councillor Gaye Par¬ 
tridge, said: “For the past 
few months we have been 
talking with traders repre¬ 
sentatives in Dudley about a 
review of market regula¬ 
tions. 

“The sickness policy, with 
regard to fees remains and is 
the only issue that still needs 
discussion. 

“Currently there is a pro¬ 
posal on the table for a much 
simpler and fairer system 
which would be subject to a 
six month review.”

Guides are to be given schools role 


FORTY costumed guides whose jobs 
were feared to be at risk could be 
given new roles as part of cost¬ 
cutting plans to overhaul the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

The jobs are among 70 that will be 
affected by the museum’s plans to 
save £250,000 a year and close two 
days a week during winter. 

It is now planned the guides will 
instead be employed as learning 
assistants. The roles will specifically 


be involved with school parties and 
their work designed to fit in with the 
National Curriculum. 

It came as irate workers prepared 
to stage a public meeting over the 
proposals for the museum. 

Museum chiefs admitted there 
would be redundancies but said they 
wanted to reassure the public staff 
will still be on hand around the site, 
which attracts more than 290,000 
visitors a year. 


Director and chief executive 
Andrew Lovett revealed last month 
that savings needed to be made as 
visitor numbers this year are down 
15 per cent on normal. He launched 
a consultation with staff over the 
move as the museum looks to save 
£250,000 a year. 

It is hoped the new learning assis¬ 
tant roles will help attract more 
school parties. Spokeswoman Fiona 
Carding said reassigning some of 


the guides had always been part of 
the proposals. 

Mel Weatherley, the museum’s 
head of learning, said: “We will be 
drawing upon the museum’s team 
of first-rate costumed glides to 
create our costumed learning assis¬ 
tants, resettling many of the staff 
affected by redundancy into revised 
roles. The emphasis will be on inves¬ 
tigation, interaction and role play 
within the learning experience.” 


Carl makes passionate 
plea on museum jobs 


HISTORIAN Carl Chinn has made a passion¬ 
ate plea to the Black Country Living 
Museum bosses urging them to reconsider 
their controversial cost-cutting plans which 
have put up to 70 job at risk. 


Cuts are 
vital says 
site chief 

THE chief executive of the 
Black Country Living 
Museum said he understood 
the strong reaction to the 
cost-cutting plans but 
stressed they were vital for 
the future of the museum. 

Andrew Lovett did not 
attend last week’s public 
meeting but speaking 
beforehand he said he 
wanted the museum to fulfill 
it’s potential. 

“I do realise that change is 
difficult. All I can do is 
explain why we are doing 
this and try to change hearts 
and minds. 

“All we are trying to do is 
fulfill our potential and 
achieve what some of the 
best museums are doing 
throughout the country.” 

He said the museum 
wanted to improve its educa¬ 
tional services for children to 
give them a better under¬ 
standing of the story of the 
Black Country. 

Under the plans, the cos¬ 
tumed demonstrators 
would still be there to talk to 
visitors and tell stories. 

Mr Lovett said there 
would be no compulsory 
redundancies in the depart¬ 
ment as enough people had 
taken voluntary redundancy 
or offered to reduce their 
hours. He said out of 56 
demonstrators, five had 
taken voluntary redundancy 
and 25 had reduced hours. 


He was among more than 
150 staff, volunteers and 
museum supporters who 
packed into the Station 
Hotel in Dudley to air their 
views on the proposals last 
week. 

Many are upset about 
planned changes which 
include halving the number 
of costumed guides to 40. 

Professor Chinn said the 
costumed guides and the 
stories they told about 
working class life in the 
Black Country were an 
essential part of the 
museum. 

“I am so passionate about 
history because of the stories 
I’ve grown up with. What do 
guides do? They tell stories. 

Demonstrators 

“I look around the room 
and I can see many guides, 
demonstrators and volun¬ 
teers - you bring alive the 
Black Country Living 
Museum,” he said. 

“We have to give our kids 
hope. It’s not just about the 
past. It’s about telling them 
who they are and where 
they’ve come from. 

“As a supporter, I say to 
the museum - stop, think, 
have a chat and listen. Let’s 
see if we can find a middle 
way,” he added. 

Meeting chairman, John 
Homer, who has been a cos¬ 
tumed guide for four and a 
half years, said the museum 
was “the jewel in the crown 
of the Black Country.” 

He added: “Everybody is 
very passionate about the 
museum and are worried 
some of the ethos of the 
museum and what makes it 
so special will be lost.” 

He urged people to write to 
the trustees, local council¬ 
lors and MPs to express their 
views on the plans.

Murder accused had visited victim's home 


A HOMELESS man knew the retired 
teacher he is accused of murdering at her 
home and had visited her days before her 
death, a court heard. 

Betty Yates, aged 77, was found dead at 
her riverside property in Bewdley. 

She was attacked from behind, beaten 
over the head with her walking stick and 
stabbed, Bristol Crown Court was told. 

Stephen Farrow, 48, knew the area 
around her home “very well” and had fished 
in the River Severn there a number of times, 
Mr Michael Fitton QC told the court as the 
murder trial got under way. 

Farrow admits visiting Mrs Yates at her 


home on December 30 last year but denies 
being in the area around the time she died 
and denies her murder. She was found dead 
on January 4. 

Farrow had sold some items to a jewellers 
in Kidderminster on December 30 and gave 
his address as the Stan Lewis guest house in 
Severnside South, Bewdley, the court was 
told. In the past he had travelled across the 
country often sleeping rough and kept his 
belongings in a rucksack. 

Mr Fitton told the court a footprint on an 
exercise mat bought for Mrs Yates by her 
children for her birthday days earlier 
matched footwear belonging to Farrow. 


The jury was shown photographs of the 
area surrounding Mrs Yates’s cottage, off 
Dowles Road. Mr Fitton told the court the 
attack on Mrs Yates was brutal. He said her 
walking stick was found splintered at the 
scene. “We suggest there was an intention to 
kill. There is no evidence to suggest this was 
a burglary. There was no ransacking and 
nothing of value was removed.” 

Farrow is also accused of the murder of 
Rev John Suddards, who was found stabbed 
to death in his home in Thornbury, South 
Gloucestershire. 

He admits the manslaughter of Rev Sud¬ 
dards but denies murdering the clergyman 


between February 12 and 15 this year on the 
grounds of diminished responsibility. 

Opening the case, Mr Fitton told the jury 
Farrow, of no fixed address, had admitted a 
separate charge of burgling Vine Cottage in 
Thornbury, South Gloucestershire, between 
December 21 last year and January 3 this 
year. The prosecutor told the jury: “There 
are two charges for you to decide upon.” 

The defendant denies killing her or any 
responsibility for her death at all. His case is 
that he was not at her house on the day she 
died. Our case is that he was there and that 
he killed her and that he intended to kill 
her.” The trial continues.

Rent incentives, cus¬ 
tomers seeking specialist 
goods and community spirit 
are deemed among reasons 
for the success of the arcade, 
which opened in the 1920s. 

But the past six years have 
seen some of the toughest 
times with footfall dropping 
in the wake of the loss of the 
nearby Stone Street car 
park.

Legion starts new bid to 
get war memorial moved 


A FRESH bid to move a Dudley 
war memorial to a permanent 
new home has been launched by 
a Royal British Legion branch 
chairman. 

Ken Finch wants the monument in Wood- 
setton to be given a facelift and moved to a 
more prominent place. It stands inside the 
grounds of the former Mount Tabor 
Methodist Church, Sedgley Road. The 
church was sold to a factory in 1998 leaving 
the memorial, which commemorates soldiers 
killed in the First World War, looking out of 
place. 

Councillor Finch, chairman of the Lower 
Gornal branch, said residents were keen to 
find a spot for the monument where it could 
be seen by the whole of the community. 

The Dudley borough councillor now plans 
to begin fundraising to cover the cost of the 
work and is also attempting to contact the 
owners of the site to find out whether the 
memorial could be moved. 

“It’s a lovely memorial and it would be 
nice to move it to a place where it can be seen 
by more people and be involved in remem¬ 
brance day events,” said Councillor Finch. 

“The Royal British Legion branch has 
said it will do all it can to help so I am going 
to try to contact the owners of the site to get 
permission for it to moved. ” 

He added: “I would also like to restore the 
memorial which isn’t in a bad state but it 
could do with a tidy up. ” It is the second time 
residents have attempted to relocate the 
memorial. In 2003 a group of volunteers, 
began plans to move the monument.

Mother claiming moblity 
benefits seen using gym 


A MOTHER-of-three who 
received £4,000 in benefits after 
claiming she had severe mobility 
problems was seen regularly 
using a gym, a court heard. 

Aaisha Arif was a member at the Crystal 
Leisure Centre, Stourbridge and had not 
mentioned any disability problems to staff, 
Dudley Magistrates Court heard. 

The 42-year-old had also been captured on 
video surveillance equipment walking nor¬ 
mally in Brierley Hill High Street and near 
her home. 

Arif, of Kingsway, Wollaston, Stourbridge, 
pleaded guilty to two charges of failing to 
notify change of circumstances affecting 
entitlement to social security benefit. 

One related to claims for Disability Living 
Allowance between January 26, 2011, and 
September 13 this year. The second charge 
regarding claims for Disability Living 
Allowance between January 20 last year and 
April 4 2012. 

In total, £4,153 was claimed between 
January 26, 2011, and April 4 this year. 

Chairman of the bench Mr Leonard 
Redden fined Arif £290 with a £15 victim 
surcharge and £85 costs. She has already 
agreed to pay back the benefits to the 
Department for Work and Pensions. 

Miss Lynda Gudgeon, prosecuting, said 
Arif received Disability Living Allowance in 
June 2007 after claiming she was “severely 
restricted” in her movement. But when ben¬ 
efits officers checked last year they found 
she was a member at the Bell Street centre. 

Mr Sundip Murria, defending, said: “This 
is a case where the initial application was a 
correct application as she did have mobility 
problems.”

environmental maintenance, parks 
and rangers teams will continue to 
operate from the council depot in 
Green Street, Kidderminster. But 
offices in Duke House and Coventry 
Street, Kidderminster, and Stour- 
port Civic Centre will close. Council 
leader Councillor John Campion 
said the move would help save the 
authority £500,000. 


A BLOCK of flats closed for 
months since it was at the centre 
of a probe into the alleged kidnap 
of a 10-year-old in Oldbury, is to 
reopen. 

Black Country Housing Group are in talks 
to buy Lowrey Court, Bristnall Hall Road. 
Tenants of flats, where a child, allegedly kid¬ 
napped, was found by police, were moved 
out of their homes last November. The joint 
decision was taken by residents at Lowrey 
Court and the Adullam Homes Housing 
Association, which ran the block. 

People were moved to other association 
properties, leaving the block empty. 

Tenants feared attacks by people who 
thought the block was used as a halfway 
house for offenders, although this was 
denied by police. 

Jay Rana, of the association said: “This 
purchase is under way and should be 
finalised in the next couple of months. 

“Black Country Housing Group have con¬ 
sulted with the community and councillors 
to turn this property into a specialist com¬ 
munity housing unit. 

“They have shared with Adullam Homes 
that they intend to completely refurbish this 
unit to accommodate their local residents.” 

Steve Woods, Adullam Homes Housing 
Association director of business develop¬ 
ment said: “We are pleased the Black 
Country Housing Group have decided to 
work with us to turn this unfortunate inci¬ 
dent into something that will benefit 
people.”

Public to have a say over 
hospital parking charges 


STAFF and residents are to be 
asked for their views on proposals 
to change the car parking charges 
at Kidderminster Hospital. 

Proposals to replace pay and display 
machines at the site with a barrier and pay 
kiosk system have already been drawn up by 
Worcestershire Acute Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Officials have now agreed the scheme will 
go to consultation before a final decision is 
made on the plans. If the scheme goes ahead, 
the trust aims to have the changes in place by 
January 

No final decision has yet been made on the 
level of charges. This will be discussed fol¬ 
lowing the period of consultation. 

At the moment car parking charges are the 
same at Kidderminster Hospital, Worcester¬ 
shire Royal Hospital and the Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital, in Redditch. 

But patients have asked for a new system 
to be put in place with charges made on an 
hourly basis. Visitors presently have to pay 
£3 for a two-hour stay, £4.50 for up to four 
hours, £6 for six hours and £7.50 for six to 24 
hours. The first 20 minutes is free. 

But patients have said they want a new 
system where they have to pay a smaller 
amount for visits of more than 20 minutes 
but less than two hours. 

They were discussed at a meeting of the 
trust’s board. Trust spokesman Laura 
Wedekind said: “Car park charges are cur¬ 
rently the same across all three hospital sites 
but patients have asked for a fairer system 
with charges made on an hourly basis.”

CROSSINGS could finally be built 
on a rat run used by motorists 
avoiding a busy junction Dudley 
after years of complaints from 
residents. 

Oakham Road, which stretches through 
Dudley and Tividale, became clogged with 
traffic when work to remove the Burnt Tree 
island started in 2009. 

But since the new junction was opened 
last year drivers are still using the route and 
council bosses admit traffic has not reduced 
as much as they would have expected and 
are now investigating crossing plans. 

Locals had called for pedestrian crossings 
to be built as they claimed their lives were 
being put at risk by motorists using the road 
as a rat run. 

However, in February Dudley Council said 
the road “did not meet criteria” for new 
crossings to be built. 

But at a meeting recently it was revealed 
the authority is now working on new propos¬ 
als to improve safety on the route - and that 
work could start in March. 

Ward councillor and deputy council leader 
Shaukat Ali told Central Dudley Area Com¬ 
mittee it was hoped there would be at least 
two “safe crossing points”. 

This could mean a central refuge being 
built, or even a zebra crossing, he said. 

He added: “We are looking at introducing 
some safe crossing points as it is quite diffi¬ 
cult to cross on some parts of the road.” 

Though Councillor Ali said he believed 
the situation on Oakham Road had 
“improved slightly”.

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Pressure on 
999 service 

“SEVERE pressure” on the 
region’s ambulance service 
has forced bosses to call off 
staff training and non- 
essential meetings in a bid to 
respond to a surge in 999 
calls. 

West Midland Ambulance 
Service has announced it 
had entered stage four of a 
six-stage action plan, with 
one being normal and six 
being potential failure to the 
service. Bosses say they do 
not know why there has 
been a surge, but say most 
calls are for cases of serious 
illnesses. Last week, the 
service received 2,638 calls a 
day, up from 2,428 in the 
same period last year. 


Having a say on plans 


RESIDENTS in Stourbridge 
are being given the chance to 
have their say on multi¬ 
million regeneration plans 
that are set to transform the 
town centre. 

Boosting tourism and visitors 
numbers to the town are key priori¬ 
ties for council bosses outlining the 
new project. 

The action plan includes proposals 
for new shops, offices and homes 
along with improvements to trans¬ 
port routes for walkers and cyclists 
and better public spaces. 

Making improvements around the 
town’s notorious ring road are also 
seen as important to the future pros¬ 


perity of the town. Dudley Council 
has published the final draft of the 
Stourbridge Area Action Plan and it 
will now go out for public consulta¬ 
tion until November 12. 

Among the ideas up for discussion 
are the creation of pathways for visi¬ 
tors to the River Stour and pedes¬ 
trian crossing points on parts of 
Stourbridge Ring Road. 

Wildlife 

Green space is also proposed along 
the banks of the River Stour to 
encourage wildlife and promote 
walking and cycling. 

Deputy council leader and regener¬ 
ation chief, Councillor Shaukat Ali, 
said the transformation of older 
industrial areas of the town would be 


the focus of the scheme. “The plans 
for the regeneration of Stourbridge 
town centre and the existing indus¬ 
trial areas on the northern edge of 
Stourbridge Ring Road will provide a 
welcome boost to the local economy 
and improve the environment for the 
benefit of all,” he said. 

“These are exciting proposals, 
which will improve shopping, living, 
working and socialising in Stour¬ 
bridge as well as delivering new 
green spaces and environmental 
improvements alongside the River 
Stour. 

Copies of the development plan can 
be found on Dudley Council’s plan¬ 
ning website, where people can 
comment. 


£700,000 nursery brings 
34 new posts to region 


A £700,000 nursery is to open in Kiddermin¬ 
ster creating 34 new jobs and offering 117 
places for children in the town. 

Work is already under way to convert the 
former Edward Parry Centre in Coventry 
Street. 

The nursery will be run by the Co-opera¬ 
tive Childcare and is a joint venture between 
the Midcounties Co-operative and Camlock 
Properties Ltd. Bosses said the building was 
being completely remodelled inside to 
provide larger rooms and will include a 
fitted kitchen and bathroom. 

There will also be large indoor learning 
and play areas alongside two gardens which 
will be equipped to help youngsters learn 
skills. The nursery will open in November. It 
will be available all year from 7.30am to 


6.30pm. Co-operative Childcare is one of the 
largest specialist providers in the UK and 
the nursery will be its first in Worcester¬ 
shire. Officials said the Edward Parry 
Centre had previously hosted a day nursery 
which had been run by Worcestershire 
County Council. 

Group manager Mike Abbott said the co¬ 
operative had been expanding its network of 
nurseries over the past year. 

“We are excited about our Kidderminster 
nursery as we wish to serve the community,” 
he said. “We already have a strong presence 
here through our food stores, post offices, 
pharmacy, travel and funeral businesses. 
Our investment in this site demonstrates 
our commitment to meet the needs of fami¬ 
lies.”

Battler Jack reaches 
a major milestone

A BRAVE young boy has battled back from the brink since 
suffering severe brain damage when he was knocked down in 
a road accident in Dudley. 

Jack George Pinder, aged three, has started nursery as he 
continues his recovery after the crash in Stourbridge. He was 
airlifted to Birmingham Children’s Hospital with serious 
head injuries after he was hit by a car towing a trailer on 
December 27. The boy had run into the road during a family 
gathering in Wollaston, colliding with the trailer pulled by 
the Toyota Avensis. 

He suffered fractures to the roof of his mouth, skull frac¬ 
tures and was left with severe brain damage. Doctors feared 
the worst saying his brain was so damaged he may have lost 
many of his natural abilities including swallowing. 

But Jack stunned medics and family to battle against the 
odds. He returned to his Wollaston home earlier this year and 
has now been able to join classmates at nursery. 

His mother Terri Gricic kept a vigil at his bedside in the 
days after the accident as he was brought out of his induced 
coma. But it was several weeks before Jack awoke and opened 
his eyes. 

The 33-year-old said she feared for her son’s life when 
doctor told her the severity of his injuries. 

“It was awful, but it has been a miracle and now he has 
reached another milestone,” said Terri who also has a 12- 
year-old daughter Taylor. Jack started at The Bromley 
Special Nursery, in Bromley Lane, Kingswinford, last month. 

Terri is now focusing on helping to organise a fundraising 
event for Jack on October 22 at Dudley Kingswinford Rugby 
Club, in Swindon Road, Wall Heath, from 1pm.

Galley campaigners vow 
to crank up their battle 


CAMPAIGNERS branded cost¬ 
cutting plans to move Kiddermin¬ 
ster Library’s gallery and grand 
piano “civic vandalism” - and 
vowed to step up their fight. 

Worcestershire County Council wants to 
create offices for around 130 workers at the 
library. It had proposed scrapping the 
gallery on the second floor to make way for 
the staff. 

But when the move was first announced 
four months ago, arts and music groups in 
the town protested, prompting the council 
to put the plans on hold. 

After a public consultation council chiefs 
revealed their preferred option for the site is 
to convert the existing gallery into offices, 
and create a smaller gallery with meeting 
rooms on the first floor instead. 

The Steinway grand piano would be 
moved to the Corn Exchange next to the 
town hall. 

Campaigners, the Friends of Kiddermin¬ 
ster Library Gallery, had collected a 600- 
name petition. Campaigner Heather Wastie 
said today: “We are gobsmacked. We have 
spent a long time getting a mandate 
together and being recognised as a group 
and the council came to our meeting and told 
us they were moving the gallery. 

“It seems like a fait accompli and we think 
the consultation has been really badly 
done.” 

The council has said 65 per cent of people 
backed these plans during the consultation. 
But campaigners said only 83 people took 
part. The council will now apply for plan¬ 
ning permission for the work.

£lm sale and another new look as 
jewellers celebrate 165 th birthday 


IT is Wolverhampton’s 
oldest jewellers, with gen¬ 
erations of the same family 
serving customers since 
1847. 

And now it is to have a £100,000 
transformation in celebration of its 
165th anniversary. TA Henn bosses 
want to modernise the look of the 
Princess Street site. 

The project began with a £1 
million sale that started on Satur¬ 
day to help raise funds for the 
refurbishment. 

Managing director John Henn 
said the sale - only the second one 
that has been held in the company’s 
history - will run until this Sunday, 
at which point the first phase of the 
revamp project will begin. 

“We are going to start by creating 
a new-look window display with a 
completely new style,” said Mr 
Henn, aged 51, who lives near 
Cosford. “The second part will be 
done early next year. While the

store is fairly modern already, we 
want to move with the times and 
give customers a more modern 
experience when they come into the 
store.” 

The first phase will be complete 
in time for the start of November, 
he added. 

There will be 40 per cent off 
selected jewellery and 20 per cent 
off some Swiss brands of watches. 

“We don’t do sales very often so it 
has to be something worthwhile 
and we thought £lm would be a 
good figure,” added Mr Henn, who 
is the sixth generation of his family 
to run the store. 

“The money brought in from the 
sale will go towards the refurb.” 
The store held its first sale in 2007, 
again to fund a revamp. 

One item not in the sale will be a 
135-year-old engraved silver 
tankard that was recently returned 
to the store by its former owner 
who lives in Spain. Mr Henn has 


said he will never sell the antique 
pint pot, which was originally pre¬ 
sented to John Wesley Henn in 
1872 by his brother Silas, who was 
the great-grandfather of the 
current owner. But the tankard can 
still be viewed at the city centre 
shop. 

“We’re always happy to have old 
bits of memorabilia or anything 
from our past,” he said. “We are 
trying to piece together the shop’s 
past so it all comes in handy. 

“Because the store expanded 
from number 40, to numbers 40 
and 41, and eventually to numbers 
38 to 41, it can be a bit difficult.” 

The jewellers was founded by 
Thomas Austin in the 1800s. 

Mr Henn said they dated the 
business back to 1847 as they have 
uncovered an old apprenticeship 
letter from the year - but said they 
suspect it may be even older than 
its official age. 

Thomas Austin’s father, Silas 
Henn, was a Tipton-based clock- 
maker. And it was his son, Thomas 


Wesley Henn, who eventually took 
on the business after leaving his 
position in the army as a radio oper¬ 
ator during the First World War. 

Buying up two adjoining shops in 
1935, Thomas Wesley rebuilt the 
premises and doubled its size. By 
the 1950s, Alan Wesley Henn had 
joined the growing family business 
and within a decade they owned 
eight stores. 

However, the recession in the 
1980s put a halt to the family’s 
progress and so the company was 
forced to return to the original 
branch in Princess Street. 

John Henn, the latest in the 
family line to take on the job, has 
followed in his grandfather in his 
personal life as well. 

In the 1930s, Thomas Wesley 
Henn climbed Mont Blanc using 
only basic equipment. Eighty years 
later, in May last year, John Henn 
climbed the same mountain for 
charity. 

He raised £10,000 for the Royal 
Marsden Cancer Hospital.

A classic close to perfection 


Swan Lake, Birmingham Hippodrome 

A CLOSE to perfect production by Birming¬ 
ham Royal Ballet of the best known of all 
ballet works was an absolute treat.

The famous scene which begins act IV in 
which ‘swans’ rise from the misty lake, drew 
an appreciative gasp from the audience. 

Let other productions break barriers - 
keep this production preserved like a listed 
monument for future generations. 

It bodes well for a magical Cinderella from 
the company at the Hippodrome from 
November 21.

Jesus Christ Superstar, 
NIA, Birmingham 

MORE than 40 years since it 
was created by Andrew 
Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice, 
the showbiz lord can be sat¬ 
isfied that his rock opera 
Jesus Christ Superstar 
finally got the spectacular 
arena treatment in the UK 
he first envisaged when aged 
in his 20s. 

In his programme notes, 
Lloyd Webber said he was 
always as much into Led 
Zeppelin as Rodgers and 
Hammerstein and it showed 
in this loud, brash and pas¬ 
sionate production. 

The story of Christ's 
betrayal, trial and crucifix¬ 
ion was updated to the 21st 
century, with Jesus and his 
disciples amid anti-capital¬ 
ist protesters and rioters. 

Former Radio 1 DJ Chris 
Moyles had a five minute 
cameo in a red crushed- 
velvet suit but nearly stole 
the show as King Herod, the 
TV quiz host of ‘Lord or 
Fraud’. His ragtime number 
included one of Rice’s best 
lines - “prove to me that 
you’re no fool, walk across 
my swimming pool. ” 



Ben Forster and former 
Spice Girl Melanie C in 
Jesus Christ Superstar 

Melanie C played a 
tatooed Mary Magdalene 
and made I Don’t Know How 
To Love Him her own. Alex 
Hanson added gravitas as 
Pontious Pilate, a slick 
lawyer who runs out of 
patience with Jesus and the 
squabbling Jews. 

In the first act TV talent 
show winner Ben Forster, as 
Jesus, was overshadowed by 
Tim Minchin’s mercurial, 
thrilling portrayal of Judas. 

The Australian singer- 
songwriter is known as a 
comedian and co-creator of 


West End hit Matilda but he 
brought rock star glamour 
and utter conviction to the 
role of Judas. The dread- 
locked apostle rails against 
God for using him and his 
friend Jesus as pawns in his 
plan before a chilling realis¬ 
tic suicide by hanging. 

It made Forster raise his 
game. Something clicked in 
the garden of Gethsemane 
and his voice and charisma 
burst through like a dam 
breaking. 

Powerful 

When a crown of thorns 
was thrust upon his head 
and his bloody body raised 
aloft on a lighting rig cruci¬ 
fix, as he screamed with 
anguish, it was one of the 
most powerful scenes I have 
seen on stage. It left the 
audience stunned, until 
thunderous applause and 
people rose from their seats 
in a standing ovation. 

I had previously thought 
of Jesus Christ Superstar as 
a dated oddity from the 
hippy era. So this impressive 
production was nothing 
short of a revelation.

An explosive evening is 
in store for the family 


I t’s February 2011, and Twitter starts 
buzzing with requests from stars to 
watch Friday Night Dinner, the new 
sitcom from Robert Popper. 

As a producer of Peep Show 
and script editor on The Inbetweeners, 
he certainly earned his comedy 
stripes, but at the time it was 
anyone’s guess whether FND would 
be a hit. 

It helped that Popper secured the 
services of two of the hottest talents in 
British comedy - Tamsin Greig (Black 
Books, Episodes) and Simon Bird 
(The Inbetweeners). 

The fact it was backed by one of 
Blighty’s most successful producers, 
Nira Park (Shaun of the Dead, Hot 
Fuzz), was an added bonus. (Popper 
has tiny roles in both movies in case 
you were wondering). 

The concept of FND was simplicity 
itself: each episode took place over 
the course of a Friday night, as 
twenty-something brothers Adam 
(Bird) and Jonny (Tom Rosenthal) 
went round to their parents; Jackie 
and Martin Goodman, for dinner. 


eccentric artist Brian in Spaced and 
creepy medic Alan in Green Wing, 
would often steal the show. 

Though only a secondary character, 
his turn as the Goodmans’ neighbour 
Jim Bell - loosely inspired by one of 
Popper’s neighbours, who acted like 
Salvador Dali - soon became must- 
see viewing, especially as Jim’s 
interest with Jackie borders on 
obsessive. 

That he was terrified of his own 
Belgian Shepherd, Wilson, also led to 
many hilarious interludes. While some 
sitcoms such as The Big Bang Theory 
benefit from a high gag-per-minute 
count, others such as this show have 
more of a slow drip effect. 

All of which brings us to this second 
run (Sunday, Channel 4,10pm), and 
adhering to the well-worn formula ‘If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it; Mr Popper’s 
sitcom is still milking the same formula 
of domestic awkwardness and nosey 
neighbours. 

This week, Grandma (Frances 
Cuka) introduces the family to her new 
boyfriend, but the seasoned 
curmudgeon soon upsets everyone 
with his rude behaviour. _ 


Dad (Paul Ritter) cannot stand him 
and hides in his shed, but nobody is 
prepared for what happens when the 
guest suddenly loses his temper. 

A good rule of thumb for any 
wordsmith is ‘write what you know; 
which may be one of the reasons 
Popper’s semi-autobiographical sitcom 
touches a chord with millions, 
including his family. 

“It’s very loosely based on them,” he 
explained in one interview. ‘Although 
there are a few scenes which are 
completely, 100 per cent lifted from 
stuff that happened in my house.” 

Friday Night Dinner’s success has 
not gone unnoticed across the Pond, 
and NBC has recently been planning 
a version for the all important 
American market. 

The West Wing’s Allison Janney and 
Monk’s Tony Shalhoub have been 
cast as mum and dad for a pilot 
episode, with The Office’s Greg 
Daniels penning the Stateside 
edition. 

Whether that goes to a full series is 
anyone’s guess, but if it does there’s a 
good bet Mr Popper will be laughing 
all the way to the bank. _

VAUXHALL 


PREDICTING what customers might want is 
one thing, but getting it right time after time is 
what really separates the successful car 
companies from the also-rans. 

2003 saw Mercedes unveil what was, for its time, a radical 
four-door ‘coupe’. The initial response to the firm’s CLS was 
a lot of puzzled faces. How things have changed. 

Now into its second generation and having triggered a 
handful of me-too cars, Mercedes had added a niche within 
a niche in the shape of a CLS Shooting Brake. 

Really it’s just a posh alternative to an estate car, but this 
CLS looks better than your average big box on wheels. 

That’s the point. The CLS has succeeded because there 
are enough people who want the practicality of a big saloon 
but also want something more stylish. 

The same logic supports the Shooting Brake concept - 
with 590 litres of space in regular trim and 1,550 litres with 
the rear seats folded, it’s no four-wheeled trinket but a 
capable load-lugger for all but the most demanding owners. 

To satisfy the fashionistas there’s not a straight line to be 
seen anywhere. 

Well, that’s not strictly true as you’ll see plenty of straight 
lines if you opt for the wood decking for the rear load space. 
Yes, you can buy a CLS wagon with a wood floor. Proof, if 
you needed it, that Mercedes is aiming high in the style 
stakes with this streamlined station wagon. 

Yet, for all the car’s aesthetic attributes, the CLS Shoot¬ 
ing Brake easily appeals to your practical side. 

Like its four-door cousin, the Shooting Brake swallows a 
full complement of adults. The headlining in the back has a 
cutout section to boost headroom, while the rear doors open 
wide enough to make getting in and out straightforward. 

Up front the instruments, controls and layout will be 
familiar to CLS and E-Class fans, and it’s top marks for the 
quality and design of the materials in the cabin. Leather 
chairs are standard, although the CLS wouldn’t be a Mer¬ 
cedes if there wasn’t a long list of tempting options. 

The two trim levels - regular and AMG Sport - offer a 
good level of equipment, including leather upholstery, 
satnav, alloy wheels, climate control, seven-speed auto 
gearbox and plenty of safety kit. 

The AMG Sport variants include a subtle bodykit, 
sportier suspension, larger alloy wheels and LED head¬ 
lights. Audio upgrades, contrasting cabin trim choices, dif¬ 
ferent leather and wheels plus a host of other comfort and 
safety kit form the bulk of the cost options. 

Mercedes has sensibly limited the choice of engines to 
three - two diesel and one petrol. 

Being an estate car of sorts, diesel makes a lot of sense, 
and Mercedes’ popular 250 and 350 CDI units offer afford¬ 
able and more than adequate performance, while economy 
and emissions ratings are close enough to pick the more 
powerful motor with a relatively clean conscience. 

The 250 and 350 CDI diesel engines output a reasonable 
201bhp and healthy 261bhp respectively, plus 53.3mpg and 
135g/km C02 for the smaller four-cylinder engine and 
47.1mpg and 161g/km for the six-cylinder motor. 

That petrol engine? It’s Mercedes’ new 5.5-litre turbo 
AMG unit, which means 549bhp through the rear wheels 
and a noise that’ll frighten small children. 

Those diesel offerings will be kinder on your finances, 
with the 250 CDI providing a balance of economy and cruis¬ 
ing ability and the more powerful 350 CDI delivering an 
extra slug of power and torque to make light work of hills, 
hauling kit and high-speed motoring. 

Factor in the car’s well-judged suspension - including air 
springs at the rear, long wheelbase, variable assistance 
steering and smart auto gearbox - and it’s hard not to find 
the CLS a soothing and rewarding experience. 

The CLS Shooting Brake boasts a larger than life person¬ 
ality. Its bold looks and surprisingly practical layout ensures 
that it’s destined for great things.
